CHINA. 

The non-recoipt of nows for a period 
of six weeks from Mr. Grosvouor's 
party in Yunnan has ciiusod consider- 
able anxiety, espeeiaily in view of a 
native rumor that ho had died of fover, 
and that Messrs. Bab'T aod Davenport 
had also met with ditlic^ulties. Ontho 
25th February, however, news came 
that they had reached Su-chau-fu. 

The Chinese authorities iutend to 
push through the Aiuoy-Foochow tele- 
graph line. 

Vessels find great difliculty in ob- 
taining freights .at Shanghai. 

Some 200 tons of Chinoso exhibits 
have gone forward to Philadelphia, 
and 300 ore to follow. 

The mines in tho u ■ghborhood of 
tho Nanking arsenal are being survey- 
ed with a view of v.-orkiug them. 

A man who sold some land to the 
Wusung Railway Company has been 
flogged to death; whether for the act 
lof selling or for misappropriating the 
I proceeds is disputed. 

The first locomotive iu China ran 
upon a section of tho Wnsung-Shang- 
hai railroad on Tebruary l-lth. 

The Chinese are actively organizing 
a trading company to operate iu Eng- 
land.

' JAPAN. 



From the Japan "Gazette" we sum- 
maiize as follows: 

The war cloud hanging over Japan 
and' Corea has, it is satisfactory to 
learn, rolled away. A treaty of peace 
was concluded by Mr. Kuroda, the 
Japanese Euvoy, with the Corean 
Government on the 17th ultimo, at 
Seoul, Corea. and on the 4th instant, 
the Envoys arrived in tho bay of 
Shinagawa on board tho Go nba-Maru. 
On the 5th instant thoy proceeded to 
Yeddo, where they were received by 
His Majesty the Mikado, to whom 
they narirated the result of thoir mis- 
sion! ij^ffie' teimS of the treaty agreed 
upotf'appear to be tho concession by 
Corea lo'-Japan of one of the islands 
on the coast of tho peninsula, and tho 
opening bv Corea of three ports ou 
her coast to trade with Japan, within 
which time the treaty is to be ex- 
changed. These ports will also be 
opened to other foreiguers.but on con- 
dition.-only that they consent to be 
amenable to Japanese laws during tho 
time of their sojourn in Corea. 

Burglaries are unpleasantly frequent 
in Yokohama. 

A- serious gale blew here on tho 
morning of tho lith March. The 
British Brigantius Mary Jane was cap- 
sized iu harbor. Being empty at the 
time of the accident she sustained lit- 
tle damage, and has since been raised 
and pumped out. Considerable dam- 
ago was done to fences and houses. 

The Prime Minister has issued a 
notification to the el'lccl that all urre.sts 
of foreigners who offend when shoot- 
ing within treaty limits must be made 
through tho representatives of their 
several nationalities.

The New Franchise Blli. 

The Government is to be again con- 
gratulated. They have assiated Mr. 
MorriBon.to pass a new Franchise Bill 
in ■whiohiWhilBfcdflO precaution against 
fraud is taken, the necessity of annual 
regis tration'Sna a declatatioif before a 
magistrate are swept away. The new 
Bill goes to the very extreme of liber- 
ality, yet doesnot openi the door to 
corruptiiid or false votang. A British 
subject who has been a resident of the 
Province 12 months, two of which 
must have been passed in the district 
in which he sends in his claim for re- 
gistration, may apply to have his name 
placed on the Voters' List. Onco 
there bia name cau only be removed at 
his own request, by his death.or by Lis 
ceasing to reside in the Province. 
No elector may vote in more than one 
district, and a heavy penalty is pro- 
vided for those who allow their names 
to appear on more than one roll at a 
time. The present lists will stand till 
the Court of Revision sits, in August, 
when they will be subject to revision; 
but no man whoso name is now on a 
list is required to re-register unless ho 
wishes to have his name placed on the 
roll of another district. As it seems 
to be conceded that Cassiar shall have 
a member we suppose ihe Bill will 
have to be ro-committod for the insertion 
of a special clause to meet that emer- 
gency, as it will bo impossible for the 
miners to comply this year with the 
time-limit of the Act.

EASTERN STATES. 

New York, April 23. -The 'Times' 
says Bristow is recognized to-day as a 
representativG of the reform senti- 
ment, and bia claim to this position 
grows strongei'. The 'Times' ' Boston 
special saya the Republican delegates 
from Massachusetts thus far are nearly 
equally divided between Blaine and 
Bristow. The best of tho organiza- 
tion is for Blaine. Tho people aro 
more for Bristow. A Philadelphia 
special says the committee of naval 
affairs have finished investigation. 
The developments are not known, 
but the committee express groat satis- 
faction.

— Tho 'Ameri- 
can' publishes the statement of one 
of the passengers by the Hibernian, 
which arrived yesterday, to tho eil'ect 
that among tho passengers who laud- 
ed at Halifax were Don Carlos of 
Spain and three of his generals. It 
is said they are to make a tour of the 
United States 'incognito,' and will 
reach St. Louis to-day. 

Ijeavenwortu, Kansas, April 2-1. — 
Advices have been received here that 
some time on Thursday night a family 
of t'luigiants named Baker were mas- 
sacred by Indians about 100 miles 
northwest of Custer City. The 
family consisted of man, wifo and 
twelve children, all of whom were 
brained with hatchets or tomahawks, 
and then scalped. The bodies of the 
victims were decently buried when 
found. 

WAsmNGTON, April 23. — It is ex- 
pected Senator Jones will make his 
great speech on tho silver question on 
Monday. It is understood that Jones 
favors a double standard making 
silver a full legal tender with gold, 
increasing the weight of silver coins 
to make the value correspond with 
gold. The Bill before tho Senate is 
simply an entering wedge for an 
attempt to secure the double standard.

TIMBER OtJTTlNQ, 

Mr, Pimbury asked the bon. Chief 
Commissioner of Lauds and Works has 
any person or persons applied to the 
Government for a lea.so of timber land 
along the north shore of MalaspiuaStraits; 
if so, has the said timber lease been grant- 
ed, and to whom, for how long a period, 
on what terms and oonditions.what quan- 
tity of land, and have the terms and con- 
ditions been complied with ? Also, whe- 
ther the Government have any informa- 
tion that tho laud or any part of it, has 
been stripped of valuable timber, without 
the conditions stipulated in tlie lease 
having been complied with ? 

Hon. Mr. Ternon said— Yes; Mr.Bobt. 
P. Rithet has been granted a timber cut- 
ting lease on the shore of Malaspiua 
Straits north of Grief Point. Tho lease 
covers 11,886 acres for a term of 21 years 
dating from Deo. 31, 1871. The terms of 
lease are as follows: A mill to bo erected 
capable of cutting not less than 25.000 
feet of lumber per dimi before the lath of 
August, 1877, a rent of one cent per acre 
per annum in odvance. I am not in a 
position to state whether the terms and 
conditions have been complied with or 
not, I have no information as to whether 
any part of the laud has been stripped of 
valuable timber or not.

Hon, Mr, Elliott laid before the House 
papers in connection with the manage- 
of tho Lunatic A8.ylnm. 

MUNICIPALITY BILL, 

Hon. Mr. Elliott moved the recommit- 
tal of this Bill for the pur[)oso of making 
two specific amendments thereto. 

Mr, Beaven asked that tho recommittal 
be postponed in order to enable him to 
present a proposition in tho nature of a 
protest from his constitiioncy. lie had 
been so overworked that ho had not had 
time to prepare it yet. (Oh! oh!) 

Hon. Mr. Elliott said llio Bill had been 
l>0for& the House somo 8 or 9 days, aud 
every opportunity had been afforded for 
its consideration both to hon, members 
and tho public. 

Mr. Smilhe pointed out that a recom- 
mittal for apecilic utueiidiuents would do- 
bar Mr. Beavon pi'oi)u-iiii'; any 
other amendments when in committee. 

The report on tho bill was adopted, 
and Mr, Boaven then moved in amend- 
ment that the rnoommittal of the bill bo 
deferred until to morrow. 

Mr. DoiiKlas seconded the amendment. 

Mr. Bmitlio submitted that the amend 
mont was out of order. It should bo put 
as positively against Iho recommittal now. 

Hon. Mr. IIuini)hr(>vs said tho senior 
anember for Victoria (Jity ought to know 
perfectly well that when the bill comes 
up for a third reading he can nvove the 
recommittal of tho bill. His conduct 
aiming at delay now was perfectly inex- 
ousablo. 

After a long and tedious discussion on 
various points of order iu which Messrs. 
Heaven and Ash occupied tho time of tho 
Houpo, tho Hon. Mr. Elliott moved two 
BKght amondninnts which were carried 
trithout goiug into committee. 

Hon. Mr. llnmphroys moved to amend 
clause 8 so that tho necessary rental to 
secure a vote may become §10 por month 
for at least 3 innntlis preceding tho mak- 
ing up of tho Voters' List. 
■ Mr. Walkem opposed the amendment, 
isegarding it as illiberal and calculated to 
disfranchise a large class of intelligent 
men who paid from .S5 to S7 or $8 imr 
month rental but not §10 pur month. 
Many men with^ families could not af- 
ford to pay $10 por month; but tho bache- 
lor who was no better subject or citizen 
perh<ip8 oould afford to do so and ho be- 
oftme entitled to vote, whilst the nmn 
with a family valuable to the country was 
excluded. Tho amendment would do a 
gross injustico to a very respectable por- 
tion of the community. 

Mr, Smitbo was suriirisod nt tho posi- 
tion assumed by Mr. \Valkoiu for ho had 
expected to hoar him move to strike out 
thftudAosa altogether, He (Mr. Smitbe) 
tfhilift.aDXiQHato aeea libera} franobise 
Q9li0yed',that the olanse should elini- 
iaated froxa the bill, and thought that no 



person who did not pay taxes should have 
a voioo in their disposal. He would move 
that the entire clause be struck out. 

Hon, Mr. Humphreys, in allur>ion to 
what he deemed the buncombe efforts of 
the loader of the opposition, said that be 
was utterly surprised at tho stand taken 
by that gentleman, for ho (iMr, H.) well 
remembered that in days gone by when 
Mr, Walkem had been selected by the old 
Grown Government, and when he (Mr. 
H,) had advocated the oatise 'ot the labor- 
ing man and the meohanid that Mr, 
Walkom had ridiculed the idea of a lib- 
oral franchise and bad down-cried the 
principles of responsible Government, 
(Mr. Walkom here rose). The bon. gentle- 
man need not rise on tip toe for it was no 
very diiHoult task fi<r a> person of com- 
mon sense to see that a dwarf both physi- 
cally and intellectually was not a giant 
in either respect. There was ho (Mr. H ) 
maintained a vast difference between tho 
two voters' lists which wore desirable for 
a municipality and for a legislativo elec- 
toral district. In the former a voluntary 
agreement was merely entered into by a sot 
of men who owned property in a partlonlor 
part of the country that they should have 
tho voioo ill saying how that property 
should bo supervised and improved, and 
it was unjust to suppose that a man 
simply becaiiso ho happened to be a 
British subject should have tho right to 
say how, and how not, the taxes sub- 
scribed b^ property owners should be ex- 
pended; it was no iojustioe to tell tho 
non-property owner in a municij)ality 
that he had no right to intorforn in tho 
expenditure of its revenue, hut be main- 
tained that in voting; for mombora of a 
legislativo asseinhly by whom matters 
would be handled of interest to every 
person in tho Province, manhood suf- 
frage was desirable and be had always 
advocated it. (Cheers) . 

Mr. Walkom replied that if he had ever 
been opposed to responsible Governmont 
it was because bo feared tliat tho House 
would bo composed of such men as the 
hon. Finance Minister. (Liughter.) He 
maintained that the aro^umout wa*) illogi- 
cal that manhood suffrago should bo ox- 
tended to Provincial questions involving 
tho outlay of huadrads of thousands of 
dollars, and that in munioipnl matters in- 
volving not one tenth so much money, 
nor of anything like ho great importance, 
the voters' list should be restricted to tho 
payment of board and rental (|ualifica- 
tions. 

Mr. Fiaher said that tho hon. leader of 
tho Opposition seemed to be a privileged 
person; ho could say ono thipg to-day 
and unsay it to-morrow, and iu fact could 
change his views on questions us often ns 
a chameleon ohanges its color. A long 
time had boon lost in discussing points of 
order, and be hoped no more time would 
be wasted. Tho comparison Mr. Walkom 
made betweoii a voters' list in a Munici- 
pality and a list for an electoral district 
had no bearing whutovor on tho point, 
which was what is desired for a proper 
qnaliiicution for a Municipality voter ? 

Mr. Smith approved of the striking out 
of the clauses and seconded Mr. Smithe's 
amendment. 

Mr. Smithe said he had only moved to 
strike out subsection B., but he would be 
glad to include C, as ho had intended to 
move to strike it out separately. This 
subsection, which provided for boarders, 
both male and female, British and for- 
eign, having a right to vote at Municipal 
elections, would put the ratepayer com- 
pletely at the mercy of the hotels of tho 
oity. Alien men, with their wives, sisters 
and daughters, having uo interest in tho 
Province, moro Hojoiirnors in the land, 
boarding at tho hotels of tho city, would 
have a right to vote, and the result would 
bo that tho hoarding bouses and hotels 
would empty themselves on election day 
and the bona fide taxpaying elector would 
be swamped. 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys withdrew his 
amendment in favor of Mr. Smithe's, 
which was then put and carried without 
division. 

On motion of hon. Mr. Elliott it was 
resol red that the bill be read a third time 
tomorrow, 

FENCE BILlj. 

Mr. Smith moved the second reading of 
this bill. [Already fully described in the 
Colonist— Rep. J 

The bill passed its second reading and 
was committed, Mr. Dioknson iu the 
chair. 

Clause 1, Mr. Mara said that the bill 
was merely a transcript of the 1869 Act. 
If a fence bill were required no 
doubt it would bo petitioned for, 
but this was a compulsory act and it 
was fair to legislato for thi majority not 
(or tho minority. He would move that 
the committeo rise. (Hear hear). 

Mr. Morrison seconded the motion 
on the understanding that it would kill 
tho bill. The question was put and tho 
motion was carried. 

Mr. Smith intimated that at some fu- 
ture period the attention of the House 
would be called to the bill again.

Clauses 15, Iti and 17, prescribing a 
a penalty for a person who allows his 
name on more than on9 register at a time, 
was |)aK.sed . 

ClauHO 18, requiring the collectors to 
transmit to the Registrar of tho Bupromo 
Court copies of tho voters' lists was pass- 
ed. 

Clauses 19 and 20 were passed with 
slight amendment and the Bill was re- 
ported,

An Aot to make Debts and 
Choseti assignable at Ijaw. 

1. Every debt and ohose in action aris- 
ing out of contnict shall bo ussiguablo at 
law by any form of writing, but; subjoct 
to such conditions or rciirietions with 
respect to the right of transfer, as may bo 
contained in tho original contract; and 
the assignee thereof shall sue thereon in 
his own name in suoh action, and for such 
relief as the original holder or assignor of 
such chose in action would be entitled to 
sue for in any Court of Law in this Pro- 
vince. 

2. The bonds or debentures of Corpora- 
tions made payable to bearer, or any per- 
son named thorei.i or bearer, may bo 
transferred by delivery, and such trana- 
fer shall vest tho property of such bonds 
or dolioiitures in tho holder thereof, to 
enable him to maintain an action thereon 
in his own name. 

3. "Assignee" shall include any person 
now being, or hereafter bocominji entitl- 
ed, by any llrstor subsoqucnt assignments, 
or any^ derivative or other title.to a ohose 
in action, and possessing at the time of 
action brought tlie beuoficial interest 
therein, and tho right to receive aud to 
give an effectual diacbargo for tho money, 
or tho charge, lieu, incumbrance, or other 
obligation ihorehy secured. 

1. The plaintiff' in any action or suit 
whore the assignment is required by this 
Act to be in writing, may claim as as- 
signee of tho original party or first as- 
signor, setting forth brielly tho various 
assign menfa under which tho said choso 
in action has become vested in biin, but 
in all other respects tho pleadings and 
proceedinKS in such action shall bo as if 
the action was instituted in tho name of 
the original party or first assignor. 

5. Iu case of any assignment of a debt 
or chose in action arising out of contract, 
and not assignable by delivery, such 
transfer shall bo sabji!Ct to any dofonco 
or Bot-ofT in respect of tho whole or any 
part of such claim as existed at the time 
of or beforo notice of the assignment to 
the debtor or other person sought to be 
made liable, in the same manner and to 
the some extent as such defence would 
be effectual in case there has been no as- 
sigumeat thereof; and such defence or 
set-off shall apply as between the debtor 
aud any assigneo, or such debt or chose 
in action, 

6. In caso of any assignment in writing 
as aforesaid, and notice thereof given to 
the debtor or other person liable in re- 
spect of a chose in action arising out of 
contract, the assignee shall have, hold 
and enjuy the same, free from any claims, 
defences, or equities which might arise 
after such notice as against his assignor. 

7. This Act; shall not be construed to 
apply to bills of exchange or promissory 
notes, nor sbttll it affect any suiis or pro- 
ceedings heretofore taken or pending. 

8. If in an action by an assignee under 
this Act, tho Court or a Judge should 
consider the plaintiff not to bo as good 
security for the defendant's costs as the 
original party or firat assignor, the plain- 
tiff may be ordered to give the defendant 
security for costs in the same manner as 
if tho plaintiff resided out of the Pro- 
vince.

An Act Itespecting Volun- 
tary Conveyances. 

1 Notwithstanding the provisions of 
the Statute passed io the twenty-sevontb 
year of the reign of Her Majesty Qnoon 
Elizabeth, and Chapter four, no convey- 
ance, frrant, charge, lease, estate, incum 
brance, limitation of use or uses, which 
is execute<l in good faith, and duly regis- 
tered in tho proper Land Registry OlHee 
before the execution of theconveyauco to 
and before the creation of any binding 
contract for the conveyance to any subse- 
quent purchaser from tho same grantor of 
tlie same lands, tenomonts, or hordita- 
raents, or any pait or parcel thereof, or 
any ront, profit or commodity, in or out 
of tho same, sliail be or be deemed or 
taken to be, merely by the reason of the 
absence of a valuable consideration, void, 
frustrate, or of non effect, as against sucli 
purchaser, or hia hoira, executors, admin- 
istrators, or assigns, or any person claim- 
ing by. from, or under any of thom. 

2 Nothing in thia contained shall have 
the ellect of making valid any instrument 
which is for any reason other than, or in 
addition to, the absenoe of a valuable 
consideration, void under the said statute 
or otherwise; nor shall anything iu thia 
A.ct contained, have the olVt^cl of making 
valid any instrument as against any pur- 
chaser who has before the passing of this 
Act ontorod into a binding Contract for or 
received his conveyance upon suoh pur- 
chase, 

3, This Aot may be cited for all pur- 
poses as the "Voluntary Conveyance Act, 

187G." ^_
